the Cha tea u St. Ix mls de Poisay , twen 
ty miles fro m Pa ris. 
Mr. Sa nds was driv ing his fifty 
ho rse|)o wer car along at a terrific clip 
In a desire to reach the chateau, 
where 
Mrs. 
Sands and 
her infant 
da ughter were stay ing. He had al­ 
wa y s been known as a reckless driv er, 
and as be had been delay ed at rail 
ro a d crossings, be op ened the throttle 
wide as he ap p roached the chateau 
gro unds. 
Almost Immediately a tire hurst and 
the machine crashed into a tree, turn­ 
ing turtle and bury ing Mr. Sands un 
der the forward p art and p inning the 
chauffeur, Plckins, to the ground. 
An 
ex p losion followed and in a moment 
the car was in flames. 
Pea sa nts Went to the Rescue. 
Peasants working in the adjoining 
fields were the only witnesses to the 
accident. 
They rushed to the rescue, 
but fearing a further ex p losion of the 
gasoline tank and deterred by the 
sweep of flames, they stood idly by , 
not knowing how to giv e assistance 
to the 
injured 
men. 
Finally 
they 
managed to r a be the rear of the car 
and release the chauffeur, boih ol 
whose feet had been held tight, and 
a little later, after beating down the 
fire, they dragged out the torn, bleed­ 
ing anti burned body of Sands. 
Help soon arriv ed from the chateau, 
which is in the center of Mr. Vander­ 
bilt’s great breeding farm. 
The in­ 
jured men were carried to the house 
where it was found that Sands was 
bey ond the hop e of recov ery , but that 
the chauffeur v.as not seriously in­ 
jured. 
The gfervanta, fearing the effect on 
Mrs. Sands, concealed from her the 
gra v ity of the accident and p ersuad­ 
ed her not to enter the room where 
her dy ing husband had been p laced. 
A doctor summoned from Poissy ar­ 
riv ed soon afterward, but Mr. Sands 
wa s bey ond mortal aid. 
Nev er had 
he seen, the doctor said, such a p itiful 
human wreck. 
The stump cf the leg 
had been burned to a crisp , the face 
and body were black and seared with 
fla mes. In ad lit ion to terrible inter­ 
na l injuries, Mr. Sands’ right arm and 
sho ulder were 
broken. 
The 
p hy si­ 
cia n could only try to allev iate his 
sufferings with op iates. Sev eral times 
the man regained consciousness and 
cried out in agony , his last words be­ 
ing a cry for water.

Borne of the suggestions of the Demo 
wa tte platform relate really to this 
subord inate and ancillary machinery 
to which 1 have referred . Take for In 
g ta no e the so-called “phy sical valuation 
of railw ay s." 
It Is clear that the sum 
of all rate« or receipts of a railway , 
lees proper expenses, should be limited 
to a fair profit upon the reasonable 
value of Its property , and that If the 
sum exceed s this measure. It ought to 
bo red uced The d ifficulty In enforcing 
the principle Is In ascertaining w hat Is 
the veoeonable value of the company 's 
pro perty , and In fixing what Is u fair 
pro fit. It Is clear that the phy sical 
value of a railroad and Its plant Is sn 
element to **e given weight In d eter­ 
mining Its full value; but us Presid ent 
Roosevelt In his Ind ianapolis speech 
god the Supreme Court have lu effect 
Po inted out, the value of the railroad 
fla a going concern. Includ ing Its good 
will. d ue to efficiency of service and 
ma ny other circumstances, may 
be 
mo cn greater than the value of Its tan­ 
g ible property , and It Is the former that 
measure* the Investm ent on which a 
fa ir profit must he allowed . Then, too, 
tbo question what is a fair profit is one 
Involving not only the rate of Interest 
« a na lly 
earned on normally safe Invest 
ma nta , but also a sufficient allowance 
to ma ke up for the risk of loss both 
ef capital and Interest in tbe original 
aatkay 
These consid erations will have 


justified 
the cornpaiij 
in 
imposing 
charges high enough to seen re a fair 
Income on the enterprise a-* a whole. 
The seeijrltie« at market prices will 
have pnssed Into the hand « of suttee 
quent purchasers from the original In­ 
vestors. 
Such circumstances should 
properly affect the d ecision of the trl 
bunnl engaged in d etermining w hether 
the totality of rates charged Is reason­ 
able or exrpssive. 
might so seriously and unjustly Im­ 
pair settled values as 1»* d estro) all 
hope of restoring confid ence and for 
ever end the Ind ucement for Invest­

In

construction 
which. In returning prosperous times. 
Is sure to l*e essential to onr material 
progress. 
From what has ls*en said , the proper 
conclusions would seem to be that in 
attempting to d etermine whether the 
entire sched ule of rates of a railway Is 
excessive, the 
p h y s i c a l valuation of the 
road is a relevant and Important but 
not necessarily a controlling factor. 
I am confid ent 
that the fixing of 
rates on the principles suggested al*ovr 
would not materially Impair the pres 
ent 
m a r k e t values of railroad securi­ 
ties in most enses. for I believe that 
the normal Increa« « » in the value of 
railroad properties, especially In thelt 
terminals, will more than make up fo? 
the possible overcapitalization in oar 
Her y ears. 
In sonic cases, d oubtless

competition ami to perpetuate a hold 
on the business 
Proper Treetmeot of Truete. 
Unlawful trusts should lie restrained 
with all the efficiency of 
Injunctive 
process, and tin* persons engaged In 
maintaining them should Ik* punished 
with all the severity of criminal pros 
ecu tlon. In ord er that the method s pur­ 
sued In the operation of their business 
shall be brought within the law 
To 
d estroy them and to eliminate the 
wealth they represent from the pro 
d ueing capital of the country would 
entail enormous loss, ami would throw 
la mad e an excuse for excessive rates 
ol,j 
(if employ ment my riad s of work 
atid then they should 
1m» red uced ; but 
tngmen and worklngwomen. 
Such 
the consensus of opinion seems to be 1

National Control ef Interstate Com­ 
merce Corporation. 
Another suggestion in respect to stib- , 
ord inate and auclllary machinery nec- . 
easary to carry out Republican policies 
la that of the Incorporation und er Na­ 
tional law or the Itcenslng by National 
license or enforced registry of 
corapa 
nlea engaged in Interstate trad e. 
The 
fact is that nearly all corporations d o­ 
ing a commercial business are engaged 
in Interstate commerce, aud If they all 
were required to take out a Fed eral 
license or a Fed eral charter, the bur­ 
d en upon the Interstate business 
of the 
country 
would become Intolerable. 
It la necessary , therefore, to d evise 
some means for classify ing and losur 
tng Fed eral supervision of auch cor­ 
porations as have the power and temp 
tation to effect restraints of Interstate 
trad e and monopolies. 
Such corpora­ 
tions constitute a very small percent 
age of all engaged in interstate busl- 
ness 
Construction 
ef Anti-Trust Law. 
The possible operation of the anti- , 
trust law und er existing rulings of the > 
Supreme Court has given rise to sug- , 
gestió n» for Its necessary amend ment 
to prevent its application 
to cases 
which It la believed were never in the 
contemplation of the fram ers of the 
statute. 
Take two Instances: 
A mer­ 
chant or m anufacturer engaged In a 
legitim ate business that covers certain 
States, wishes to sell hla business aud 
his good will, and so In the term s of 
the sale obligates himself to the pur­ 
chaser not to go Into the same bust j 
ness In those States. 
Such a restraint 
of trad e has alw ay s been enforced at 
commou law. Again, the employ ees of 
an Interstate railway combine and en­ 
ter upon a peaceable and lawful strike 
to secure better wages. 
At common 
law this was not 
a restraint of trad e 
or commerce or a violation of the 
right8 of the compauy or of the public. 
Neither case ought to be mad e a viola 
tlon of the autl-trust law. 
My own 
Impression Is that the Supreme Court 
would hold that neither of these In 
stances Is within Its Inhibition. Imt, If 
they nro to l» e so regard ed , general leg 
lslutlon amend ing the law Is necessary 
The proposal to compel every cor- ¡ 
poration to sell Us commod ities at the 
same price the country over, allowing 
for transportation. Is utterly Imprac­ 
ticable. 
If It can be shown that In or­ 
d er to d rive out competition, a corpo 
ration owning a large part of the plant 
prod ucing an article Is selling In one 
part of the country , where It has com­ 
petitors, at a low and unprofitable 
price, aud In another pare of the coun­ 
try , where It has none, at an exorbi­ 
tant price, this Is evid ence that 
it Is a t­ 
tem pting an unlawful monopoly , and 
justifies conviction und er 
the anti-trust 
law; but the proposal 
to superv ise the 
business of corporations In 
such a way 
a s to fix the price of commod ities and 
compel the sale a t such price Is 
a s ab­ 
surd and socialistic a plank as was 
aver Inserted In a Democratic political 
platform. 
Ad vantage of Combination of Capital. 
The combination of capital In large 
planta to m anufacture good s w ith the 
greatest economy Is just as necessary 
as the assembling of the parts of a 
machine to the economical and more 
rapid m anufacture of what In old 
times was mad e by hand . 
The Gov­ 
ernment should not Interfere with one 
any more than the other. 
What Is an Unlawful Trust? 
When, however, such combinations 
are not based on any economic prin­ 
ciple, but are mad e merely for the pur­ 
pose of controlling the m arket, to 
maintain or raise prices, restrict output 
and d rive out competitors, the public 
d erives no benefit and we hove a mo­ 
nopoly. 
It Is Important, 
therefore,

Destructive Policy of Democratic P la t­ 
form. 
The 
Democratic platform

The business of this country Is large 
ly d epend ent on a protective sy stem of 
tariff« .

Reduced Rates 
The Duluth Herald of Monday even­ 
ing had the following to say regarding 
reduced rates to the Minnesota State 
Fair: 
“ It is now practically certain th at re­ 
duced rates will be made for the Min­ 
nesota S tate Fair. 
The announcement 
of the Chicago, G reat W estern of its 
intention to make reduced rates for 
state fairs in Minnesota, Iowa, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, 
Missouri, Kansas and Ne­ 
braska, 
means, it is said, th at othrr 
roads will be compelled to follow’ the 
ex ample of the Chicago line. 
“ It was stated by The Herald some 
tim e ago th at the roads of the state 
would in all probability make reduced 
rates to the fair. 
The announcement 
of the decision of the G reat W estern 
to make special rates means 
that 
w hether or not the other roads are will­ 
ing to make reduced tariffs, they will 
be compelled to do so, in order to get 
the business. 
“ Five or six months ago it would 
have caused a great deal of ridicule for 
any one to announce th at the railroads 
I of the Middle W est would be offering 
reduced rates for the conventions and 
other large gatherings.

BENDER FAMILY'S FATE 


One of Posse Who Killed Them 


TeJd the Story. 


SECRET KEPT MANY 
YEARS 


George E.. Downer on 
Hi« Deathb ed 
Declared 
Father, 
Mother, Son 
and 
D au ghte r Were Shot Down b y V igi­ 
lantes After Hot Pu rsu it. 


When the Hender family of Infamou s 
memory fled thirty -fiv e y ear« ago from 
their Mood reek ing shanty on a Kan­ 
sas prairie, their dlsappcu ranee was as 
ab solu te as If they had b een swallowed 
b y an eartb q u u k e. Time and again ru ­ 
mor's of how they escaped to foreign 
cou ntries or that a sheriff u nd a United 
Btates marshal had annihilated them 
were circu lated and discredited. Their 
fate was r^-ently rev ealed for the first 
^iine by a man sick u nto death, who 
for ov er thirty y ears liv ed the life of a 
respected and honored b u siness man in 
a Chicago su b u rb . 
Tire man who told the wonderfu l 
•tory gav e nothing from hearsay , noth­ 
ing from minor or "reasoning,” b u t b is 
was the recital of an ey ewitness, of a 
mau who watched the fiends, who 
helped to organize the posse which 
pu rsu ed the fiendish mu rderers and 
was present, gu n In hand, u ntil Kate 
Bender, fighting to the last, plu nged, 
with a b u llet In her forehead, across 
the b odies of her mother, father and 
b rother. 
George Ev ans I » owner of I>owu er's 
Grov e, grandson of 1'leroe Downer, 
who fou nded the settlement In 18 2 3, 
told the story , fu lly b eliev ing he was 
on his deatnb ed and that It was his 
du ty to pu b lish, the tru th to the world, 
•ay s a oorrespondent of the Chicago 
{Trib u ne. 
A 
compact 
entered 
into 
t>y the inem’^ers of the v igilance com­ 
mittee at the time k ept his lips sealed 
*11 these y ears, b u t realization of the 
•fact that If he did not 
apeak the tru th 
might nev er b e k nown Indu ced him to 
{toll b ow he assisted in the ex termina­ 
r on of the fiendish family . 
Mr. Downer liv ed at Independence, 
Ban., du ring the b loody reign of the 
Benders. 
He personally v isited the 
Bender farm on the road b etween 
jOsage, Mo., and Independence. 
He 
pe nt sev eral times in an effort to gab ’ 
• clew to the my steriou s disappear 
pnces from that neighb orhood. It will 
Ib e rememb ered the Benders fled after 
the mu rder of Dr. York . 
It has al­ 
way s b een su pposed the b u tchers got 
clear ou t of the cou ntry . 
As a mat­ 
ter of fact, as Mr. Downer rev ealed 
for the first time, the Benders were 
pu t to death the night of their flight. 
r powner. whqpe y igRg to the Bender 


place had conv inced him that the Ben 
dors were gu ilty of monstrou s crimes, 
associated himself with fou r other men 
in an effort to captu re the hu man 
b u tchers. 
They had no idea of inflict­ 
ing su mmary Ju stice themselv es. They 
planned to captu re the Benders am’ 
tu rn them ov er to the legal au thorities. 
They discov ered that the Benders had 
flod and took u p the trail only a few 
hou rs later. From this point Downer’s 
story is told ju st as he gasped It with 
dy ing b reath to his wife and son. 
He 
said: 
"The night was dark , and we feared 
that they might escajre u s. b u t ou r 
lu ck was go'd. 
We sighted them rac­ 
ing as fast as they cou ld ov er the 
prairie and shou ted to them. 
The 
moon had risen, hu t freq u ently was ob ­ 
scu red b y heav y clou ds, and the riding 
was any thing b u t good. 
As soon as 
we shou ted they opened fire on u s, and 
this determined ou r cou rse. 
"There was now no q u estion of tak ­ 
ing them prisoners or giv ing them a 
trial. There was only one thing to do, 
and. thou gh it has trou b led me all my 
life, I cou ldn’t see how I cou ld hav e 
acted differently . 
"We v et ou r horses going at b reak 
neck speed, and the b u llets flew fast 
from loth « Ides. 
The b ad light and 
the i *‘ :h c Mg ov er the hilly prairie 
innde aiming almost Impossib le, b u t 
we 
were 
ov ertak ing 
them 
rapidly 
wlu Mi ¡i shot from the wagon stru ck 
one of ou r party , k illing him instantly . 
Then the older Bender, who was firing 
from the b ack of the wagon, pitched 
ou t on the prairie dead, and John, his 
son, Ju mped and ran. 
He was shot 
b efore he had ru n a hu ndred feet from 
the wagou . 
"Kate had b een driv ing, b u t at this 
she stopped the wagon short, sprang 
ou t, cu t one of the horses loose, the 
one said to hav e b een giv en her b y her 
wooer, and sped away on it. 
One of 
ear party shot her horse u nder her. It 
rolled ov er on her, and b efore she cou ld 
ex tract herself we ov ertook her. 
"We dismou nted and went toward 
her, ex pecting to help her 
and with no 
thou ght of trou b le. 
Bu t, my , how she 
did fight! 
She fou ght 
tooth and nail 
lik e a tigress, and we had to handle 
her lik e a b u ck ing b roncho. 
At last 
she was firmly tied, hand and foot, 
and thrown ov er the front of a saddle 
b y one of the men. 
"When w’e got b ack to the 
Bender 
wagon we fou nd 
that the old 
woman 
within had t>een k illed b y a b u llet. 
The old man and John were dead, and 
we fou nd ou r poor comrade stark dead 
on the prairie, gu arded b y his faithfu l 
horse, who stood ov er him lik e a senti­ 
nel. 
"Kate, whose b ands had b een partly 
loosened, calmly admitted that 
they 
had k illed Dr. York and many others, 
b u ry ing their b odies In the orchard. 
We ask ed her why she had done It, 
gsk lng wb y some of the people who 


were "k nown to hav e no money had 
b een k illed. 
" ‘1 lik ed to see the b lood come,’ she 
answered. 
"As she talk ed I thou ght of the tlrno 
1 sat at her Inv itation on that fatal 
b ench, and the goose flesh came all 
ov er me. The others were as ab sorb ed 
as 
I 
when 
she 
tu rned 
su ddenly , 
snatched the gu n from the b elt of her 
neighb or and fired at him point b lank 
The b u llet b u rled Itself In his arm. 
"Before she cou ld 
mak e 
another 
mov e a b u llet stru ck her sq u are b e­ 
tween the ey es. 
With n groan she 
pitched forward across the b odies of 
her father, mother and b rother. 
It 
w'as all done In a flash, and It was fu lly 
a minu te b efore there was a word 
spok en. 
"The man who fired the shot had. 
It seemed, anticipated some su ch mov e 
on her pnrt from the b eginning and In 
conseq u ence was the only one on his 
gu ard. 
"A slgli of relief went u p from u s 
all when the last of these cu tthroats 
w as b u rled. We b u rned ev ery trace of 
them and made a compact not to ro 
v eal the names of the v igilantes nor 
the fate of the Benders. 
"We retu rned to the hou se and ex ­ 
cav ated in places where traces of clay 
showed on top of the b lack loam soli 
cf the orchard. 
We tu rned u p the 
b ody of Langchor and his sev en-y ear- 
old dau ghter. 
The b ody of the man, 
as In all other cases, was nak ed, b u t 
the arms of the little girl were tightly 
clasped arou nd his neck , and in her 
hands were clu tched handfu ls of clay , 
showing that she had b een aliv e when 
b u ried. 
"We then notified Senator York , and 
2 00 men were on the place the nex t 
day . 
We allowed a story to circu late 
that the Benders had got away some 
time b efore and that ou r attention 
had b een attracted b y the deserted 
appearance of 
the place and the dis­ 
tu rb ance of a starv ing calf. This wms 
largely in order that the attention 
of 
the su pposed confederates of the 
Ben­ 
ders might not 
b e attracted to u s.” 
It Is not k nown how many mu rders 
the notoriou s Bender family commit 
ted du ring their stay In Lab ette cou n­ 
ty , Iv an., In the early sev enties. 
It is 
k nown that no memb er of the family 
was ev er legally pu nished for any one 
of the crimes committed b y them. The 
family consisted of William Bender, 
ab ou t six ty y ears old; b is wife, ab ou t 
flfty -flv e y ears old; Kate, ab ou t twen- 
ty -flv e y ears old, and John, perhaps 
twenty -thre<\ 
In the early sev enties the only roads 
were trails cross the Kansas prairies, 
and the Bender farm was located on 
what Is now* the northeast q u arter of a 
section. 
The hou se stood on what Is 
now the north line of the q u arter and 
was on the main trav eled road b e­ 
tween Osage mission and Independ­ 
ence. 
Here the Benders k ept a little 
gtore su pplied wKh foqd foe man and 


b east, b u t It Is said to hav e b een more 
of a decoy for w’eary trav elers than 
any thing else 
nere It was that many 
crimes were committed of which the 
world will nev er k now. 
Kate Bender professed to he a mag- 
netlc healer. 
A description of the 
hou se In w hich these crimes were com-1 
mlttod reads lik e fiction. 
Nev erthe­ 
less what was discov ered after their 
su dden departu re b ears ou t all the de­ 
tails. 
It was a small frame hou se not 
more than Id b y 2 0 and fronted north. 
There was a door at either end, and 
the room was div ided b y a canv as 
partition drawn tightly ov er u pright 
scantlings. 
This partition 
was the 
death trap. 
The v ictim was decoy ed 
to n seat close against the canv as, and 
Kate did the mu rder. 
Kate u sed a shoe hammer from b e­ 
hind the canv as, and the old man fol­ 
lowed with b low’s on the temple with 
the b lack smith's hammer. 
Afterward 
a loose b oard was tak en u p and the 
throat cu t. Then the b ody was rob b ed j 
of clothing and v alu ab les and cast Into 
the cellar to await a conv enient oppor­ 
tu nity for b u rial.

Simple Inv ention Brings a Flier to a 
Qu ick 
Standstill— Is 
Operated 
In 
Conju nction 
W ith 
Block 
Signals. 
Valu e of Telephone to Control the 
Mov ement of Trains. 


Complete su ccess attended a recent 
ix perlment at Chicago for the au to­ 
matic stopping of trains which acci­ 
dentally or otherwise ru n past b lock 
signals and threaten disaster. 
A train 
on the main line of the Bu rlington 
was sent at a speed of fifty miles an 
hou r Into a section controlled b y the 
new au tomatic dev ice. 
The throttle 
was wide open, y et the train w’as 
b rou ght to a standstill within a dis- j 
tance of 1,100 feet. 
The railroad ex ­ 
perts, gathered from all parts of the 
United States for the trial, said that 
the au tomatic dev ice was the b est 
safegu ard against accident that has 
ev er b een inv ented. 
As a resu lt of the ex periment It is 
b eliev ed the dev ice will b e introdu ced 
on all railroads in America. 
The sy s­ 
tem can b e Installed at small cost on 
any track , and with It in operation it 
will b e impossib le for trains to ru sh 
past b lock signals Into collision. 
It 
was said the inv ention finally solv es 
the prob lem of hu man fallib ility . 
It 
was said b y the president of the Bu r­ 
lington that the 
au tomatic sy stem 
wou ld meet ev ery possib le emergency , 
stopping a train when, 
as occasionally 
happens, an old and 
tried engineer 
seems to lose cou trol 
of himself and 
his engine and ru ns ahead in 
the face 
of all signals set against him. 
Preparations had 
b een going on 
for 
the ex periment for two week s. 
Two 
miles of the 
Bu rlington track s were 
eq u ipped with the dev ice. 
Fifty rail­ 
road men were In two cart b ehind 
a 
regu lar passenger engine. 
The train 
was sent down the track for a mile 
and a half and 
first came on at a 
■peed of twenty miles an hou r. 
No 
sooner had the engine 
come into line 
with The signal against it than the 
emergency b rak es were set au tomatic­ 
ally . 
Only 100 feet were cov ered b e­ 
fore the train wms b rou ght to a stop. 
The railroad men ex pressed their 
satisfaction, b u t withheld their fu ll 
indorsement. The train was ru n down 
the track a secou d time, this time al­ 
most three miles. 
A grou p of watch­ 
ers stood In a field close to the track . 
The train cams on at almost a. mjle a 


minu te, and the watchers held their 
b reath in su spense. The engineer was 
seen leaning far ou t of the cab win­ 
dow, k eeping his watch on the two 
coaches. 
He held himself In readi­ 
ness to apply the b rak es, b u t the new 
sy stem work ed perfectly . 
The mo­ 
mentu m was so great the train was 
carried forward 1,100 feet, b u t the ex ­ 
perts 8 aid that was a distance short 
enou gh to sav e the cou ntry many dis­ 
astrou s wreck s. 
Those who ex amined the dev ice ex ­ 
pressed su rprise at its simplicity . 
It 
Is operated In conju nction with the 
b lock signals. 
A train entering one 
div ision of the track sets b oth the 
b lock signals, and the new dev ice sim­ 
ply Is an arm that opens the ah* 
b rak es on the train. 
Another su ccessfu l ex periment was 
the transmission of complex railroad 
orders b y telephone instead of b y tele­ 
graph. 
These orders were sent 118 
miles and repeated b ack withou t er­ 
ror. 
It was said the telephone 
was 
coming more and more into fav or 
with railroad men for messages con­ 
trolling the mov ement of trains and 
that the recent ex periment 
will lead 
to Its more general u se.

buitnes* honesty and fidelity and of I 
the limitations Imposed by law upon 
tbatr aetton. This became known. The; 
revelation# of the breaches of trust, j 
the disclosures as to rebates and dis 
crlariHReicBl by Beltway* the accum*- 
lacing evidence or the viola ti on of the 
aatl-trbbt law by a number of cbrpora 
fleas, the overtone of stocks and bands 
on Interstate railways for the unlawful 
e tih b b i of directors and for the pur­ 
pose Bf concentrating control of rail- \ 
ways In one management, all quick­ 
sand the conscience of the people, and I 
brought on a moral awakening among j 
thorn that boded well for the future of 
the country. 
What Roosevelt Has Dane. 
The man who formulated the ezpres- 
•Aob of tho popular conscience and who 
M the movement for practical reform 
was Theodore Roosevelt 
He laid 
down tho doctrlno that tho rich violator 
of the law should be as amenable to 
restraint and punishment as the of­ 
fender Without wealth and without in­ 
fluence, sad he proceeded by recom­ 
mending legislation and directing ex­ 
ecutive antick to make that principle 
good to actual performance. 
President Roosevelt directed snits to 
bo brought and prosecutions to be In­ 
stituted under the antitrust law, to en­ 
force Its provisions against the most 
powerful of the industrial corporations. 
Be pressed to passage the pure food 
law and the meat Inspection law in the 
Intergot bi the health ef the public, 
clean business methods and great ulti­ 
mate benefit to the trades themselves. 
Ro recommended the paaaage of a law, 
which the Republican convention bas 
Since specifically approved, restricting 
the future issue of stocks and bonds by 
toleratete railways to such as may be 
authorised by Federal authority. 
Chief Function of Next Administration 
The chief function of the next Ad­ 
ministration, In my judgment la dis­ 
tinct from, and a progressive develop 
men! of that which has been performed 
by President Roosevelt 
The chief 
fraction of tho next Administration is 
lo complete and perfect the machinery 
by which these standards may be m ain­ 
tained, by which the lawbreakers may 
be promptly restrained and punished, 
bat which shall operate with sufficient 
accuracy and dispatch to interfere with 
legitimate business as little as possible. 
Coch machinery la not now adequate. 
Physical Valuation of Railways. 
Bome of the suggestions of the Demo 
Static platform relate really to this 
subordinate and ancillary machinery 
to which I Vavo referred. Take for In- 
ptonoe the so-called “physical valuation 
af railways.” It is clear that the sum 
of a1! rates or receipts of a railway, 
Is m proper expenses, should be limited 
to a fair profit upon the reasonable 
value of Its property, and that lf the 
—m exceeds this measure, It ought to 
bo reduced. The difficulty in enforcing 
the principle la in ascertaining what is 
th# reasonable value of the company’s 
property, and in fixing what is a fair 
profit It Is clear that the physical 
value of a railroad and Its plant Is an 
aliment to be given weight In deter­ 
mining its full value; but as President 
Boooevelt in his Indianapolis speech 
the Supreme Court have in effect 
Rotated out, the value of the railroad 
BO a going concern. Including its good 
WHI, due to efficiency of service and 
mony other circumstances, may be 
M en greater than the value of Its tan- 
glbie property, and It is the former that 
measures the investment on which a 
flair profit must be allowed. Then. too, 
jibe question what is a fair profit is one 
Involving not only the rate of Interest 
Bonally earned on normally safe invest 
mints, but also a sufficient allowance 
to make up for the risk of loss both 
af capital and Interest In the original 
outlay. These considerations will have 


justified the company 
in imposing 
charges high enough to secure a fair 
Income on the enterprise as a whole. 
The securities at m arket price* will 
have passed into the hands of huI*»p 
quent purchasers from the original In­ 
vestor*. 
8uch circumstance* should 
properly affect the decision of the tri­ 
bunal engaged in determ ining w hether 
the totality of rate* charged la reason­ 
able or excessive. 
To ignore them 
might so seriously and unjustly Im­ 
pair settled values as lo destroy all 
hope of restoring confidence and for­ 
ever end the Inducement for Invest­ 
ment 
In 
new 
railroad 
construction 
which. In returning prosperous times, 
is sure to lie essential to our m aterial 
progress. 
From what lias been said. the proper 
conclusions would seem to be that in 
attem pting to determ ine w hether the 
entire schedule of rates of a railway Is 
excessive, the physical valuation of the 
road Is a relevant and Im portant but 
not necessarily a controlling factor. 
I am confident that the fixing of 
rates on the principles suggested almvc 
would not m aterially im pair the pres­ 
ent market values of railroad securi­ 
ties In most cases, for I believe that 
the normal Increase In the value of 
railroad properties, especially In theli 
term inals, will more than make up fo? 
the possible overcapitalization In ear 
lier years. 
In some cases, doubtless 
it will tie found that overcapitalization 
la made an excuse for excessive rates, 
and then they should be reduced; bul 
the consensus of opinion seems to he 
th at the railroad rates generally In this 
country are reasonably low. 
Conclusion 
That 
Th«r* 
Should 
Bo 
Physical Valuation. 
I have discussed this, with some dc 
gree of detail, inertly to point out that 
the valuation by the Interstate Cora 
raerce 
Commission 
of 
the 
tangible 
property of a railroad Is proper and 
may from time to time be necessary lo 
settling certain Issues which may come 
before them, and that no evil or injus­ 
tice eau come from valuation In such 
cases, lf It be understood that the re­ 
sult Is to be used for a Just purpose, 
and the right to a fair profit under all 
the circumstances of the Investment Is 
recognized. 
National Control of Intorotato Com­ 
morse Corporation. 
Another suggestion in respect to sub­ 
ordinate and ancillary machinery nec­ 
essary to carry out Republican policies 
Is that of the Incorporation under Na­ 
tional law or the licensing by National 
license or enforced registry of compa­ 
nies engaged in interstate trade. Th* 
fact Is that nssrly all corporations do­ 
ing a commercial business are engaged 
In interstate commerce, and lf they all 
were required to take out a Federal 
license or a Federal charter, the bur­ 
den upon the Interstate business of the 
country would become intolerable. 
It la necessary, therefore, to devise 
•oms means for classifying and loner 
tog Federal supervision of such cor­ 
porations as have the power and temp 
tattoo to affect restraints of Interstate 
trade and monopolise. 
Such corpora­ 
tions constitute a very small percent 
age of all engaged in Interstate bual- 
Bona. 
Construction af Anti-Trust Law. 
The possible operation of the anti­ 
trust law under existing rulings of the 
Supreme Court has given rise to sug­ 
gestions for its necessary amendment 
to prevent its application to cases 
which it Is believed were never in the 
contemplation of the framers of the 
statute. Take two instances: A mer­ 
chant or manufacturer engaged In a 
legitimate business that Covers certain 
States, wishes to sell his business and 
his good will, and so in tho terms of 
the sale obligates himself to the pur­ 
chaser not to go toto the same busi­ 
ness in those States. Such a restraint 
of trade has always been enforced at 
common law. Again, the employees of 
an Interstate railway combine and en­ 
ter upon a peaceable and lawful strike 
to secure better wages. 
At common 
law this was not a restraint of trade 
or commerce or a violation of the 
rights of the company or of the public. 
Neither case ought to be made a viola 
tion of the anti-trust law. 
My own 
impression Is that the Supreme Court 
would hold that neither of these in­ 
stances Is within Its Inhibition, but, lf 
they are to be so regarded, general leg­ 
islation amending the law Is necessary. 
The proposal to compel every cor­ 
poration to sell its commodities at the 
same price the country over, allowing 
for transportation, is utterly Imprac­ 
ticable. lf It can be shown that In or­ 
der to drive out competition, a corpo 
ration owning a largo part of the plant 
producing an article is selling In one 
part of the country, where it has com­ 
petitors, at a low and unprofitable 
price, and in another part of the coun­ 
try, where It has none, at an exorbi­ 
tant price, this Is evidence that it la at­ 
tempting an unlawful monopoly, and 
Justifies conviction under the anti-trust 
law; but the proposal to supervise the 
business of corporations In such a way 
aa to fix the price of commodities and 
compel the sale at such price la as ab­ 
surd and socialistic a plank as was 
ever Inserted in a Democratic political 
platform. 
Advantage of Combi nation of Capital. 
The combination of capital in large 
plants to manufacture goods with the 
greatest economy la Just as necessary 
as the assembling of the parts of a 
machine to the economical and more 
rapid manufacture of what in old 
times was made by hand. The Gov­ 
ernment should not Interfere with one 
any more than the other. 
What Is an Unlawful Thrust? 
When, however, such combinations 
are not based on any economic prin­ 
ciple, but aTe made merely for the pur­ 
pose of controlling the market to 
maintain or raise prices, restrict output 
and drive out competitors, the public 
derives no benefit and we have a mo­ 
nopoly. 
It Is Important therefore. 


that such large aggregations of cap-1 
Ital and combination should lie con­ 
trolled so th at the public may have I 
the advantage of reasonable prices 
and that the avenues of enterprise 
may lie kept open to the Indlvidu^j and 
the smaller corporation wishing to en­ 
gage In business. 
Many enterprise* have lieen organ-, 
Ired on I fie theory that mere aggrega­ 
tion of nil. or nearly nil, existing plants ! 
In a Hue of m anufacture, without re- 
ga rd to economy of production, de­ 
stroys comjietltlon. 
They have, most 
of them, gone Into bankruptcy. 
Com 
petition In a profitable business will 
not lie affected by the mere aggrega-! 
tlon of many existing plants under one ! 
company, unless the company thereby I 
effects great economy, the lieneflt of I 
which It shares with the public, or j 
takes some illegal method to avoid 
competition and to perpetuate a hold 
on the business. 
Proper Treatm ent of Trusts. 
Unlawful tru sts should be restrained 
with all the efficiency of Injunctive 
process, and the persons engaged In! 
maintaining them should lie punished j 
with all the severity of criminal pros- j 
ecutlon. In order that the methods pur- j 
sued In the operation of their business' 
shall be brought within the law. 
To j 
destroy them and to eliminate th e ! 
wealth they represent from the pro- j 
during capital of the country would; 
entail enormous loss, and would thro* 
out of employment myriads of work- j 
Ingmen and workingwomen. 
Such a 
result Is wholly unnecessary to the ac-1 
comptiahment of the needed reform 
I 
and will Inflict upon the Innocent fat , 
greater punishm ent 
than 
upon 
th e ' 
guilty. 
Destructive Policy of Domoeratie Plat­ 
form. 
The Democratic platform does not 
propose to destroy the plants of the 
trusts physically, but It proposes to 
do the same thing In a different way. i 
The business of this country is large­ 
ly dependent on a protective system of 
tariffs. 
The business done by many 
of the so called “trusts” is protected 
with the other business of the country. 
The Democratic platform proposes to 
take off the tariff In all articles com­ 
ing into competition with those pro­ 
duced by the so called “trusts,” and 
to put them on the free list. lf such 
a course would be utterly destructive! 
of their business, as Is Intended. It 
woald not only destroy tbs trusts, but 
all of their smaller competitors. Tbs 
ruthless and Impracticable character 
of the proposition grows plainer aa Its 
effects upon tho whole community are 
realized. 
To take the course suggested by the 
Democratic platform In these matters 
Is to Involve the entire community, In-, 
Docent as it Is, In the punishment bf 
the guilty, while our policy Is to stamp 
out the specific evil. This difference 
between the policies of the two great 
parties Is of especial importance In 
view of the present condition of busi­ 
ness. After ten years of tbs moat re­ 
markable material development and 
prosperity, there came a financial strin­ 
gency, a panic and an Industrial de­ 
pression. This was brought about not 
only by tho enormous expansion bf 
business plants and business Invest­ 
ments which conk! not be readily con­ 
verted, bot also by the waste of capi­ 
tal, in extravagance of living, in wars 
and other catastrophic*. 
Republican Doctrine of Protection. 
The Republican doctrine of protec­ 
tion, as definitely announced by the 
Republican convention of this year 
and by previous conventions, Is that a 
tariff shall be Imposed on all Imported 
products, whether of the factory, farm 
or mine, sufficiently great to equal the 
difference between the cost of produc­ 
tion abroad and at home, and that this 
difference should, of course, include 
tho difference between the higher 
wages paid In this country and the 
wages paid abroad and embrace a rea­ 
sonable profit to the American pro­ 
ducer. 
A system of protection thus 
adopted and put In force has led to 
the establishment of a rate of wages 
here that has greatly enhanced the 
standard of livtng of the laboring man. 
It is the policy of the Republican party 
permanently to continue that standard 
of living. 
In 1897 the Dingley Tariff 
Bill was passed, under which we have 
had, as already said, a period of enor­ 
mous prosperity. 
Necessity For Revision of Tariff. 
The consequent material develop­ 
ment has greatly changed the condi­ 
tions under which many articles de­ 
scribed by the schedules of the tariff 
are now produced. 
The tariff in a 
number of the schedules exceeds the 
difference between the cost of produc­ 
tion of such articles abroad and at 
boma, including a reasonable profit to 
the American producer. 
The excess 
over that difference serves no useful 
purpose, bat offers a temptation to 
those who would monopolize the pro­ 
duction and tho sale of such articles 
to this country, to profit by the excess­ 
ive rate. On the other hand, there are 
other schedules In which tho tariff is 
not sufficiently high to give tho meas­ 
ure of protection which they should re­ 
ceive upon Republican principles, and 
aa to those the tariff should be raised. 
A revision of the tariff undertaken 
upon this principle, which Is at the 
basis of our present business system, 
begun promptly upon the incoming of 
the new administration, and considered 
at a special session with the prelimi­ 
nary investigations already begun by 
the appropriate committees of the 
House and Senate, will make the dis­ 
turbance of business Incident to such 
a change as little as possible. 
Labor and What th* Republican Party 
Has Don* For It. 
We come now to the question of la­ 
bor. 
One im portant phase of the pol­ 
icies of the present Administration has 
been nn anxiety to secure for the wage- 
earner an equality of opportunity and 
such positive statutory protection as 


shall place him on a level In dealing j 
with hts employer. 
The Republican 
party has passed an employers' liabil­ 
ity act for Interstate railroad*, and bas j 
established an eight hour law for gov-' 
em inent employe*** .iud on government 
construction. 
The essence of the re­ 
form effected by the former Is the 
abolition of 
tin* 
follow-servant rule, 
and the Introduction of the compara­ 
tive negligence tlwory by which an em ­ 
ployee Injured 
i i i the service of his ( 
employer does not lose his right to re -1 
cover liecause of slight negligence on 
his part. 
Then there Is the act pro­ 
viding for compensation for injury to! 
government employees, together with , 
the various statutes requiring safety 
appliances upon Interstate commerce 
railroads for the protection of their 
employees, and lim iting the hours of 
their employment. 
These are all in­ 
stances of the desire of the Repub­ 
lican party to do justice to the wage 
earner. 
Doubtless a more cornprehen 
sive measure for comiiensatlon of gov­ 
ernment employees will be adopted in 
the future. 
To give to employees their proper 
position In such a controversy, to en- j 
aide 
them 
to 
m aintain 
themselves 
against employers having great cap- ' 
Ital, they may well unite, liecause In 
union there Is strength and without it 
each Individual laborer and employee I 
would lie helpless. 
The promotion of 
Industrial peace through the Instru- j 
mentality of the trade agreement is; 
often one of the results of such union j 
when Intelligently conducted. 
There Is a large liody of laborers, | 
however, skilled and unskilled, who I 
are not organized Into unions. 
Their ; 
lights before the law are exactly th e' 
same as those of the union men, and j 
are to be protected with the same care j 
and watchfulness. 
In order to Induce their employer 
Into a compliance with their request 
for changed terms of employment, 
workmen have the right to strike in a i 
body. They have a right to use such ! 
persuasion as they may, provided It I 
floes not reach the point of duress, to 
lead their reluctant co-laborers to join 
them in their union against their em­ 
ployer, and they have a rlghL lf they ; 
choose, to accumulate funds to support I 
those engaged In a strike, to delegate ! 
to officers the power to direct the ac­ 
tion of the union, and to withdraw 
themselves and their associates from 
dealings with, or giving custom to 
those with whom they ars In contro­ 
versy. 
Whet Labor Cannet Lawfully De. 
What thby have not the right to do 
Is to Injure their employer's property, 
to injure their employer’s business by 
ase of threats or methods of physical 
duress against those Who would work 
for him, or deal with Mm, or by car­ 
rying on what is sometimes known as 
a secondary boycott against hit cus­ 
tomers or those with Whom he deals. 
It has been claimed that Injunctions 
do not Issue to protect Anything but 
property rljrbts, and that business la 
not A property right; but such a propo­ 
sition la wholly Inconsistent with all 
the decisions of (he courts. The Su­ 
preme Court of the United States says 
that tho injunction (a a remedy to pro­ 
tect property or rights of a pecuniary 
nature, and we may well submit to tbs 
considerate judgment of all laymen 
whether tho right of a man (n his busi­ 
ness Is not SB distinctly a right of a 
pecuniary nature as the right to his 
horse or his house or the stock of goods 
on his shelf; and the instances in 
which injunctions to protect business 
have been upheld by all courts are so 
many that it is futile further to discuss 
the proposition. 
It Is difficult to tell the meaning of 
the Democratic platform upon this sub­ 
ject. It says: 
"Questions of judicial practice have 
arisen especially In connection with In­ 
dustrial disputes. We deem that the 
parties to all judicial proceedings 
should be treated with rigid impartial­ 
ity, and that injunctions should not be 
Issued in any cases In which Injunc­ 
tions would not Issue lf no Industrial 
dispute were Involved.” 
This declaration Is disingenuous. It 
seems to have been loosely drawn with 
the especial purpose of rendering it 
susceptible to one Interpretation by one 
set of men and to a diametrically oppo­ 
site Interpretation by another. It does 
not aver that injunctions should not 
Issue In Industrial disputes, but only 
that they should not Issue merely be 
cause they are industrial disputes, and 
yet those responsible for the declara­ 
tion must have known that no one has 
ever maintained that the fact that a 
dispute was industrial gave any basis 
for issuing an Injunction In reference 
thereto. 
The declaration seems to be drawn to 
Its present vague and ambiguous shape 
in order to persuade some people that It 
is a declaration against the issuing of 
Injunctions In jiny Industrial dispute, 
while at tbs same time It may' be pos­ 
sible to explain to the average plato 
citizen who objects to class distinctions 
that no such Intention exists at all. 
Our position la clear and unequivocal. 
We are anxious to prevent even an ap­ 
pearance of any injustice to labor In 
the Issuance of Injunctions, not In a 
spirit of favoritism to one set of our 
follow citizens, but of justice to all of 
oar fellow citizens. The reason for ex­ 
ercising or refusing to exercise the 
power of injunction must be found in 
tbs character of the unlawful injury 
and not in the character or class of the 
persons who inflict this Injury. 
The man who has a business which 
la being unlawfully Injured Is entitled 
to the remedies which the law has al­ 
ways given him, no matter who bas In­ 
flicted the injuries. 
Otherwise, we 
shall have class legislation unjust In 
principle and likely to sap the founda­ 
tions of a free government. 
Netts* and Hearing Before Issue of 
Injunction. 
I come now to the question of no­ 
tice before Issuing an Injunction. It if

I do not mean to say that there may 
not be cases even In industrial dis­ 
putes* where a restraining order might 
properly !<*» Issued v, (thou! notice. Inn 
generally. I think ii is oth erwise 
in 
some State courts, and iii fewer Fe.; 
eral conns, the- p.-notice of issuing a 
temporary restraining order without 
notice merely to preserve the * t a t u n 
on the theory that it won’t hurt any­ 
body, ha* lie^n too common. 
Many of 
us recall that the practice has been 
pursued In other than industrial dis­ 
putes, as. for Instance, In corporate 
and stock controversies like those ovei 
the Erie railroad. In which a stay or 
der without notice was regarded as a 
step of great advantage to the one who 
secured It. and a corresponding disad­ 
vantage to the one ngain*t whom It 
was secured. 
Indeed, the chances of 
doing injustice on ail ex-parte applier 
tlon are much Increased over those 
when a lam ing Is g.allied, and there 
may lie circumstances under which it 
may nfiVi t tv* defendant to his detri­ 
ment. 
In the ease of a lawful strike. 
tin* sen "mm of ii Corfu Ida hic document 
restraining a num ber of defendants 
from dot na n great 
many different 
things which the plaintiff avers they 
are threatening to do, often 
h o dis 
courage* men alw ays reluctant to go 
Into a strike from continuing whnt is 
their lawful right. This has made the 
laboring mnn feel th at an Injustice is 
done In the Issuing of a writ without 
notice. 
I conceive that In the treat­ 
ment of this question it is the duty 
of the citizen and the legislator to 
view the subject from the standpoint 
of the man who believes himself to be 
unjustly treated, as well as from that 
of the community at large. 
I have 
suggested the remedy of returning In 
such cases to the original practice un­ 
der the old statute of the United 
States and the rules in equity adopted 
by the Supreme Court, which did not 
permit the Issuing of an injunction 
without notice. 
In this respect, the 
Republican Convention 
has adopted 
another remedy, that, without going 
so far. promises to be efficacious. 
■Beet of Jury Trial. 
Under such a provision a recalcitrant 
witness who refuses to obey a subpoe­ 
na may Insist on a jury trial before the 
court can determ ine th at he received 
the subpoena. 
A citizen summoned as 
a juror and refusing to obey the writ 
when brought Into court must be tried 
by another Jury to determine whether 
he got the summons. 
Such a provision 
applies not alone to Injunctions, but to 
every order which the court Issues 
against persons. A suit may be tried 
to tho court bf first instance and car­ 
lie? ta the Court of Appeals, and thence 
to the Supreme Court, and a judgment 
and decree entered and an order Is­ 
sued. and then lf the decree involve* 
the defendant’s doing anything or not 
doing anything, and he disobeys It. the 
plaintiff who has pursued his remedies 
in lawful course for years must, to se­ 
cure his rights, undergo the uncertain­ 
ties and the delays of a jury trial be­ 
fore he eau enjoy that which Is his 
right by the decision of the highest 
court of the land. 
I say without hesi­ 
tation that such a change will greatly 
impair the indispensable power and 
authority of the courts. 
Securing to 
the public the benefits of the new stat­ 
utes enacted In the present Admlnls 
tration, the ultim ate Instrumentality to 
be resorted to is the courts of the Unit 
ed States, 
lf now their authority is to 
be weakened In a m anner never known 
in the history of the jurisprudence of 
England or America, except in the con­ 
stitution of Oklahoma, how can we ex­ 
pect that such statutes will have effi­ 
cient enforcement? 
Those who advo­ 
cate this intervention of a jury In such 
cases seem to suppose that this change 
in some way will inure only to the ben­ 
efit of the poor workingman. 
As a 
mutter of fact, the person who will se­ 
cure chief advantage from It Is the 
wealthy and unscrupulous defendant, 
able to employ astute and cunning 
counsel and anxious to avoid justice. 
The adm inistration of justice lies at 
the foundation of government. 
The 
maintenance of the authority of the 
courts Is essential unless we are pre­ 
pared to em brace anarchy. Never in 
tbs history of the country has there 
been such an Insidious attack upon the 
Judicial system as tb s proposal to Inter­ 
ject a Jury trial between all orders of 
the coart m ade a fte r full hearing and 
the enforcement of such orders. 


The Curraney System. 
Tho late panic disclosed a lack of 
elasticity in our financial system. This 
has been provisionally met by an act 
of the present Congress perm itting the 
Issue of additional emergency bank 
notes, and insuring their withdrawal 
when the emergency has passed by a 
high rate of taxation. It Is drawn in 
conformity with the present system of 
bank note currency, but varies from it 
in certain respects by authorizing the 
use of commercial paper and bonds of 
good credit, as well as United States 
bonds, as security for its redemption. 
It is expressly but a temporary m eas­ 
ure and contains a provision for tin* 
appointment of a currency commission 
to devise and recommend a new and 
reformed system of currency. This In 
adequacy of our present currency s y s ­

State bank* can tie included bi *ucb a 
scheme under the const Ration Is left 
In the twilight zone of State* rights 
and Federalism so frequently dimming 
the meaning and purpose of the prom­ 
ises of the platform, 
lf they come in 
under such a system, they must neces 
aerily lie brought within the closest 
National control, and so they must 
really cease to be State bank* and be­ 
come National banka. 
The proposition is to tax the honest 
and prudent banker to make up for the 
dishonesty aud imprudence of others. 
If the proposal wore adopted exactly 
as the Democratic platform suggAbts, 
it would bring the whole banking Eas­ 
tern of the country down to roto.

Of course, 
under the Federal law, he is not per­ 
mitted to receive any contributions 
from corporations. 
Income Tax. 
The Democratic platform demands 
two constitutional amendments, one 
providing for an income tax, and the 
other for the election of Senators by 
the people. 
In my Judgment an 
amendment to the Constitution for an 
Income tax Is not necessary. I believe 
that an Income tax. when the protec­ 
tive system of customs and the inter­ 
nal revenue tax shall not furnish in- 
'come enough for governmental needs, 
can and should be devised which un­ 
der the decisions of the Supreme 
Court will conform to the Constitution.

Now Practically Certain That Minne­ 


sota State Fair Will be Granted 
Reduced Rates 
The Duluth Herald of Monday even­ 
ing had the following to say regarding 
reduced rates to the Minnesota State 
Fair: 
“ It is now practically certain that re­ 
duced rates will be made for the Min­ 
nesota State Fair. The announcement 
of the Chicago, Great Western of its 
intention to make reduced rates for 
state fairs in Minnesota, Iowa, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Missouri, Kansas and Ne­ 
braska, means, it is said, that othrr 
roads will be compelled to follow the I 
example of the Chicago line. 
“It was stated by The Herald some 
time ago that the roads of the state 
would in all probability make reduced 
rates to the fair. The announcement 
of the decision of the Great Western 
to make special rates means 
that 
whether or not the other roads are will­ 
ing to make reduced tariffs, they will 
be compelled to do so, in order to get 
the business. 
“ Five or six months ago it would 
have caused a great deal of ridicule for 
any one to announce that the railroads 
of the Middle West would be offering 
reduced rates for the conventions and 
other large gatherings. The officials 
announced upon the passage of the 
two-cent fare law that the days of spe­ 
cial rates were over. They even went 
so far as to claim that the roads would 
actually lose money under the opera­ 
tion of the two-cent law. 
“That'this claim was somewhat ex­ 
aggerated is proven by what has oc­ 
curred within the past two months 
The reduced rates for both the Repub­ 
lican and Democratic National conven­ 
tion, for the Shriners’ convention and 
the national education convention placed 
the roads os the country upon record 
and established a precedent that will 
be followed on any occasion when the 
question of special rates come up. 
“ Acting under this precedent, the 
Great Western has gone ahead with re­ 
duced rates plans, which would not 
have been thought of and which would 
have been fought tooth and nail by the 
Western Passenger association, had not 
earlier reductions stood out with pre­ 
cedent-establishing clearness.”

place had convinced him that the Ben­ 
ders were guilty of monstrous crimes, 
associated himself with four other men 
In an effort to capture the human 
butchers. 
They had no idea of Inflict­ 
ing summary Justice themselves. They 
planned to capture the Benders and 
turn them over lo the legal authorities. 
They discovered that the Benders had 
fled and took up the trail only a few 
hours later. From this point Downer’s 
story is told just as he gasped It with 
dying breath to his wife and son. He 
said: 
“The night was dark, and we feared 
that they might escape us, but our 
luck was gcKd. We sighted them rac­ 
ing as fast as they could over the 
prairie and shouted to them. 
The 
moon had risen, but frequently was ob­ 
scured by heavy clouds, and the riding 
was anything but good. 
As soon as 
we shouted they opened fire on us, and 
this determined our course. 
“There was now no question of tak­ 
ing them prisoners or giving them a 
trial. There was only one thing to do, 
and, though it has troubled me all my 
life, I couldn’t see how I could have 
acted differently. 
“We vet our horses going a t break­ 
neck speed, and the bullets flew fast 
from both sides. 
The bad light and 
the rough going over the hilly prairie 
made aiming almost Impossible, but 
we 
were 
overtaking 
them 
rapidly 
when a shot from the wagon struck 
one of our party, killing him instantly. 
Then the older Bender, who was firing 
from the back of the wagon, pitched 
out on the prairie dead, aud John, his 
son, jumped and ran. 
He was shot 
before he had nm a hundred feet from 
the wagon. 
“Kate had been driving, but at this 
she stopped the wagon short, sprang 
out, cut one of the horses loose, the 
one said to have been given her by her 
wooer, aud sped away on i t 
One of 
ear party shot her horse under ber. It 
rolled over on her, and before she could 
extract herself we overtook her. 
“We dismounted and went toward 
her, expecting to help her and with no 
thought of trouble. But my. bow she 
did fight! 
She fought tooth and nail 
like a tigress, and we had to handle 
her like a bucking broncho. 
At last 
she was firmly tied, hand and foot 
and thrown over the front of a aaddle 
by one of the men. 
“When we got back to tho Bonder 
wagon we found that the old woman 
within had been killed by a bullet. 
The old man and John were dead, and 
we found our poor comrade stark dead 
on the prairie, guarded by his faithful 
horse, who stood over him like a senti­ 
nel. * 
“Kate, whose bands had been partly 
loosened, calmly admitted that they 
had killed Dr. York and many others, 
burying their bodies In the orchard. 
We asked her why she had done It 
j s klng why some of the people who 


were~known to have no money had 
been killed. 
“ 'I liked to see the blood come,' she 
answered. 
“As she talked I thought of the timo 
I sat at her Invitation on that fatal i 
bench, and the goose flesh came all 
over me. The others were as absorbed 
as 
I 
when 
she 
turned 
suddenly, 
snatched the gun from the belt of her 
neighbor and fired at him point blank. 
The bullet buried itself In his arm. 
“Before she could 
make 
another 
move a bullet struck ber square be­ 
tween the eyes. 
With a groan she 
pitched forward across the bodies of 
her father, mother and brother. 
It 
was all done in a flash, and it was fully 
a minute before there was a word 
spoken. 
“The man who fired the shot had, 
It seemed, anticipated some such move 
on her part from the beginning and In 
consequence was the only one on his 
guard. 
“A sigh of relief went up from us 
all when the last of these cutthroats 
was burled. We burned every trace of 
them and made a compact not to re­ 
veal the names of the vigilantes nor 
the fate of the Benders. 
“We returned to the house and ex­ 
cavated in places where traces of clay 
showed on top of the black loam soil 
cf the orchard. 
We turned up the 
body of Langcbor and his seven-year-! 
old daughter. 
The body of the man, 
as in all other cases, was naked, but 
the arms of the little girl were tightly 
clasped around his neck, and In her I 
hands were clutched handfuls of clay, 
showing that she had been alive when 
burled. 
“We then notified Senator York, and 
200 men were on the place the next j 
day. 
We allowed a story to circulate, 
that the Benders had got away some 
time before and that our attention 
had been attracted by the deserted 
appearance of the place and the dis­ 
turbance of a starving calf. Thla was 
largely In order that the attention of 
the supposed confederates of the Ben­ 
ders might not be attracted to us." 
It Is not known how many murders 
the notorious Bender family commit 
ted during their stay in Labette coun­ 
ty, Kan., in the early seventies. It la 
known that no member of the family 
was ever legally punished for any on# 
of the crimes committed by them. The 
family consisted of William Bender, 
about sixty years old; bls wife, about 
fifty-five years old; Rate. about twen­ 
ty-five years old, and John, perhaps 
twenty-three. 
In the early seventies the only roads 
were trails cross the Kansas prairies, 
and the Bender farm was located on 
what la now the northeast quarter of a 
section. 
The house stood on what Is 
now the north line of the quarter and 
was on the main traveled road be­ 
tween Osage mission and Independ­ 
ence. 
Here the Benders kept a little 
ggore supplied with foqd foe. man and 


beast, but It is said to have been more 
of a decoy for weary travelers than 
anything else. Here It was that many 
crimes were committed of which the 
world will never know. 
Kate Bender professed to be a mag­ 
netic healer. 
A description of the 
house In which these crimes were com­ 
mitted reads like fiction. 
Neverthe­ 
less what was discovered after their 
sudden departure bears out all the de­ 
tails. 
It was a small frame house not 
more than 18 by 20 and fronted north. 
There was a door at either end, and 
the room was divided by a canvas 
partition drawn tightly over upright 
scantlings. 
This partition was the 
death trap. 
The victim was decoyed 
to a seat close against the canvas, and 
Kate did the murder. 
Kate used a shoe hammer from be­ 
hind the canvas, and the old man fol­ 
lowed with blows on the temple with 
the blacksmith’s hammer. 
Afterward 
a loose board was taken up and the 
throat cut. Then the body was robbed 
of clothing and valuables and cast Into 
the cellar to awalt a convenient oppor­ 
tunity for burial.

Sim ple Invention B rings a Flier to 
rn

; 
Complete success attended a recent 
' fxperiment at Chicago for the auto- 
; matic stopping of trains which acci­ 
dentally or otherwise run past block 
• signals and threaten disaster. 
A train 
I on the main line of the Burlington 
was sent at a speed of fifty miles an 
hour into a section controlled by the 
new automatic device. 
The throttle 
was wide open, yet the train was 
brought to a standstill within a dis­ 
tance of 1,100 feet 
The railroad ex­ 
perts, gathered from all parts of the 
United States for the trial, said that 
the automatic device was the best 
safeguard against accident that has 
ever been invented. 
As a result of the experiment it is 
believed the device will be introduced 
on all railroads in America. The sys­ 
tem can be installed at small cost on 
any track, and with It In operation it 
will be impossible for trains to rush 
past block signals Into collision. 
It 
was said the invention finally solves 
the problem of human fallibility. 
It 
was said by the president of the Bur­ 
lington that the automatic system 
would meet every possible emergency, 
■topping a train when, as occasionally 
happens, an old and tried engineer 
seems to lose control of himself and 
his engine and runs ahead in the face 
of all signals set against him. 
Preparations had been going on for 
the experiment for two weeks. 
Two 
miles of the Burlington tracks were 
equipped with the device. Fifty rail- 
I road men were in two cars behind a 
I regular passenger engine. 
The train 
was sent down the track for a mile 
and a half and first came on at a 
■peed of twenty miles an hour. 
No 
sooner had the engine come into line 
with The signal against It than the 
emergency brakes were set automatic­ 
ally. 
Only IOO feet were covered be­ 
fore the train was brought to a stop. 
The railroad men expressed their 
satisfaction, but withheld their full 
Indorsement. The train was run down 
the track a second time, this time al­ 
most three miles. 
A group of watch­ 
ers stood in a field close to the track. 
The train came on at almost a mile a 


minute, and the watchers held their 
breath in suspense. The engineer was 
seen leaning far out of the cab win­ 
dow, keeping his watch on the two 
coaches. 
He held himself in readi­ 
ness to apply the brakes, but the new 
system worked perfectly. 
The mo­ 
mentum was so great the train was 
carried forward 1,100 feet, but the ex­ 
perts said that was a distance short 
enough to save the country many dis­ 
astrous wrecks. 
Those who examined the device ex­ 
pressed surprise at Its simplicity. 
It 
Is operated In conjunction with the 
block signals. 
A train entering one 
division of the track sets both the 
block signals, and the new device sim­ 
ply Is an arm that opens the air 
brakes on the train. 
Another successful experiment was 
the transmission of complex railroad 
orders by telephone Instead of by tele­ 
graph. 
These orders were sent 118 
miles aud repeated back without er­ 
ror. 
It was said the telephone was 
coming more and more Into favor 
with railroad men for messages con­ 
trolling the movement of trains and 
that the recent experiment will bad 
to its more general use. 


ELECTRICAL TYPEWRITER. 


Cleveland Man S ays He H at D evice te

tricity has been invented by Fred F

THREE DEAD AND 
SCOREWOUNDED 


Mob Makes Attack on the Jail 
at Pensacola, Fla. 


MYSTERY OF TEAL’S POND 


OFFICERS FIRE UPON CROWD 


Manage to Repel First Storming Party 
by Use o f Guns— Mob Finally Over­ 
powers Them 
and 
Takes 
Negrc 
, Prisoner From the Jail and Lynches 
Him. 


Pensacola, 
Fla., 
July 
30.—Thres 
men dead and a score wounded, some 
probably fatally, Is the record of ar 
attem pt by a mob to storm the county 
jail and take out the negro, Leander 
Shaw, 
who assaulted 
Mrs. Billian! 
Davis near here. 
T he mob num bered probably 1,000 
persons and gathered early, but there 
was no apparent indication that the 
crowd, which completely surrounded 
the Jail, contem plated making a rush 
until nearly two hours later. 
The first Indication was when a 
railroad iron was brought into play 
by about a dozen men upon the iron 
gate of the jailyard. 
At the same mo­ 
m ent the entire mob seemed to catch 
the spirit and with yells and curses 
dashed for the Jail entrance. 
Some 
clim bed over the tall iron fence while 
others hammered upon the gate. 
The sheriff, with a half dozen depu­ 
ties, stood In windows upstairs with 
draw n revolvers and riot rifles. 
The 
sheriff pleaded with the mob, at the 
sam e tim e telling them he would de­ 
fend the prisoner at th e cost of every 
life present. 
His words had no effect 
and the moment the first blow was 
struck on the gate, a volley of shots 
flashed from the upper windows of 
the jail. 
This was answ ered by the 
crowd, which poured volley after vol­ 
ley into the Jail windows, wounding 
two deputies. 
The mob was momen­ 
tarily driven back with many wound­ 
ed and one dead as a result of the 
deadly aim of the sheriff and his depu­ 
ties. 
At midnight the mob, which In 
the m eantim e had been reinforced by 
m any residents of the surrounding 
country, made another attack on the 
jail. 
The sheriff and officers w ere over­ 
powered by men who had crept over 
the rear wall and covered them with 
rifles 
and revolvers. 
O thers broke 
down the cell door and took Shaw out. 
The negro was carried to the cen­ 
ter of the plaza and hanged to an elec­ 
tric light pole, after which fully 500 
shots were fired into his dangling 
body. 
In the last attack on the jail H. C. 
KelHim, a street car conductor, was 
killed, while two deputies and four or 
five of the mob were wounded. 


Little Hope That Strange Clee Ever 
Will Be Solved. 
Troy, N. Y.f July 30.—Unless the 
unforseen happens the final session 
of the coroner’s inquest will see the 
curtain silently dropped forever on 
the strange m ystery of Teal’s pond, 
where young Hazel Drew went to a 
violent death on the night of July 7. 
The father and m other and other rela 
tlves of the dead girl will tell the 
stories which they have related so 
often. 
Two or three other witnesses 
will be heard in the hope that circum ­ 
stances of moment may be revealed. 
Detectives have spent three days 
and nights In the G rafter mountains 
seeking the two men who were seen 
in a runabout on the banks of Teal’s 
pond the night of the girl’s death. 
A 
long distance telephone m essage was 
received from them saying their quest 
had proved fruit less. 
D istrict At tor 
ney O’Brien and his staff of detectives 
are thoroughly discouraged after near­ 
ly three weeks of tireless work.
